Although this aUcgstlon has been taade repeatedly by Coo- 
ssasist officials at the highest levels and by official Cooreedst 
propaganda organs, there la no truth in it.

On September 10, 1955, the Ifcited States Government and 
the Chinese Communists, on the basis of Aahasaadorial talks be- 
gun at Geneva on August 1, 1955, issued simultaneous announce- 
®snta uniting identical pledges concerning tin respective nation a l s 
of either side desiring to return ham* 

The* full texts of the anaomceaent* are attached. Hey con- 
tain the unequivocal premise to take "appropriate measures so 
that they (American and Chinese nationals desiring to return) 
can expeditiously sxeraisa their right to return" . 

At the time of these declarations there were nineteen 
American civilians known to be held in Communist China against 
their vlll. Today there still are six. 

On the other hand there was at that time no Chinese r esiden t 
in the United States wbtyasd evidenced a desire to go to 
Coanmiet China and v?*> wU being prevented from doing so.
